Second — that if you scanned 
all the Farm Columns published 
throughout the land, along about 
this season you would find some 
advice about how to store fruit and 
vegetables for winter use. Now that 
you ve been warned, you can either 
read on or take a second look at 
our Fall Fair pictures. The advice 
which follows is that of D. V. 
Fisher, a Federal Department of 
Agriculture specialist. 

e * * 

Freshness and flavour can be re- 
tained, and wastage reduced to a 
minimum by careful attention in 
providing the correct temperature 
and humidity conditions necessary 
for good storage. A room that can 
be held at approximately 40 degrees, 
and at a relative humidity of 80 to 
90 per cent provides generally satis- 
factory storage for most fruit and 
vegetables. 

e + + 

lf the homeowner is fortunate 
enough to have a cool frost-free 
basement or a cool provision room, 
he can store his winter supply of 
potatoes, carrots, beets, turnips, 
onions and apples with a minimum 
of care. This room should prefer- 
ably be insulated from the rest of 
the house and placed on the north 
side of the building with a window 
which can be opened and closed. 

* 4 e 


The room should contain a ther- 
mometer and in fall. and spring 
weather, the window opened at 
night and closed in the day time 
to obtain the advantage of ool 
might air. In the winter time the 
window may be slightly opened or 
kept entirely closed as required to 
keep temperature from dropping be- 
low about 38 deg. F, which is as 
low as potatoes should be stored. 

* * = 


Even with proper control of tem- 


sma commodities such as eab- 


¢, carrots, beets, turnips and 
apples suffer severely from wilting 
M# not protected from low humidity. 


The humidity of the storage room 
can be maintained at a fairly satis- 
factory level by keeping damp peat 
moss or sawdust under a slatted 
false floor. 
& > + 

However, even under these con- 
ditions carrots, turnips and beets 
suffer .from shrivelling and these 
vegetables should be placed in boxes 
and covered with slightly damp 
sand or peat moss so as just to 
cover the top layer. Stored in this 
way, carrots may be removed in 
fresh, bright turgid condition in 
May. The window in the storage 
room should be darkened as much 
as possible to prevent sprouting 
and gr@ sing of potatoes, onions 
and carrots. 


- s * 

For the city apartment family 
who buy their vegetables only a 
few days ahead of use, the refriger- 
ator vegetable crisper should be 
used freely to maintain freshness 
of leafy vegetabler Carrots, beets, 
turnips and cabbage should be left 
in as cool a place as possible, and 
enclosed in cellophane bags or 
other fairly moisture proof con- 
tainer to reduce shrivelling to a 
minimum. Proper care of fresh 
produce redues waste and improves 
palatability.

DO FOOD DYES 


CAUSE CANCER? 


In 1895 Prof. Ludwig Rehn call- 
ed the attention of German sur- 
geons to his important. discovery 


that out of forty-five workers in 


an auiline-dye plant three had suc- 
cumbed to cancer of the bladder, 
His observations were verified later 
in Germany, Switzerland and Eng- 
jland. When the United States en- 
tered World War I and began to 
make its own dyes, cut off from 
Germany as it was, American 
atatistics of bladder cancer in ani- 
line-plant workers added more evi- 
dence. : 

Today, anilipy, azo and other 
coal-tar dyes are recognized can- 
cer-inciters. All are synthetics, and 
most of them have no counterparts 
im nature. There are about 600,000 
compounds of carbon which were 
wunknown a century ago, and of 
these several hundred can generate 
cancers of the liver, bladder, 
stomach, lungs or other organs. Of 
the dyes the one that has been 
studied most thoroughly is “but- 
ter yellow,” so-called because of its 
color. Mix it with the food of a rat, 
and cancer of the liver invarably 
follows in the absence of protec- 
tive agents.

An Ontario woman, Mra, C. Jer- 
emy ‘of Coldwater, Ont. won a 
prize of $100 at the Canadian Na- 
tional Exhibition just because she 
baked the best apple pie—or rather 
two of them—in the opinion of the 
judges. There were 17 judges—all 
male and each a master baker— 
and they had to select the best 
from 58 different entries.

K. H. Bauer of Heidelberg hoisted 
a danger signal before the recent 
Congress of German Surgeons held 
in Frankfort on the Main and in- 
duced his colleagues to adopt re- 
solutions demanding that the use 
of known cancer-producing com- 
pounds in food be forbidden, writes 
Waldemar Kaempffert in The New 
York Times. ° 

Bauer concludes that one cause 
of cancer certainly lies outside of 
the body. That cause bears some re- 
lation to what he calls the ‘‘me- 
chanization and chemicalization of 
the environment.” It has been 
shown that some cancer-inciters 
can be produced by the body itself, 
but, thinks Bauer, the increase in 
the use of physical and chemical 
poisons of the coal-tar synthetic 
type and the increase in cancer is 
not accidental. 


By “poisons” Bauer means coal, 
oil, tar, pitch, soot and many of 
their chemical derivatives, as well 
as some metals, X-rays, the radia- 
tions of “adium and radio-active 
isotopes. He pictures the chemist 
as-a Pandora who has opened the 
box from which scores of cancer- 
producing “poisons” have escaped. 

All this does not mean that can- 
cer is to be accepted fatalistically, 
but that the time has come to take 
preventive measures. Despite all the

“catch cancer early” campaigns of 
the United States, campaigns that 
arouse Bauer's approval and ad- 
miration, over 80 per cent of all 
cancer cases-run their fatal course. 

That the prevention of cancer 
is not a utopian impossibility Bauer 
proves by citing the decline in can- 
cer mortality in aniline-daye worke 
where protective measures have 
been taken. In fact, aniline cancer 
is now seldom seen in German 
chemical plants. 

But what of the general popula- 
tion? Were, Bauer asks, do cancers 
occur most frequen’'y? In the in- 
testinal tract. The connection with 
food and drink is obivous. - 

Condemns Food Coloring 

Bauer says that cancer of the 
stomach and tongue is especially 
prevalent in high-living proprietors 


of German bars and in restaurant, 


waiters. Even in the general popu- 
lation of Western countries cancer 
occurs more often in’ the intestimal 
tract than in any other part of the 
body. Bauer regards it as signifi- 
cant that in oriental rice-eating 
countries; where much less artifi- 
cally colored or chemically “doc- 
tored” food is consumed than in 
the West, cancer of the stomach is 
much less frequent. 

Bauer holds up “butter yellow” 
as an example of what happens, 
Here we have an azo dye, which 
in Germany is mixed with butter 
to give it an attractive color. He 


does not see why it is necessary to - 


color butter at all, but if it must 
be done why not use carotene? 
The answer is that carotene is much 
too expensive. About a fornight be- 
fore Bauer read his paper, laws 
were enacted to forbid the use. of 


synthetic butter yellow and other ~ 


rdyes in German butter, cheese and 

margarine. Bauer approves. He 
would. go further and forbid the 
use of known cancer-producers in 
any kind of food sold over the 
counter or in & restaurant.

ANCIENT CAPITAL 


One of the most interesting 


‘places in the world is Cuzco, the 


ancient capital of the Empire of the 
Incas. In the days of the Spanish 
Conquest of Peru it was the largest 
city in America. On a hill back of 
HK is a very old fortress, a place 
of refuge for centuries. The north 
ern wall of that fortress is perhaps 
the most extraordinary structure 
built by ancient man in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. In fact, as an 
achievement of engineering, 1 
stands without parallel in American 
antiquity. The smaller blocks in the 
wall weight ten or twenty . tons. 
Larger blocks are estimated to 
weigh two hundred tons. A few of 
the largest weigh three hundred 
tons! And yet they. are fitted ac- 
curately together. There are no 
clamps. There was no cement used 
in constructing the wall The 
gigantic polygonal blocks cling so 
closely together that it is imposible 
to insert the point of a ife be- 
tween them. And they were brought 
from quarries more than a mile 
away where they were fashioned 
by people using stone toolg, They? 
were moved over an inclined plane 
by levers. The Incas had no ion 
or steel, but they had bronze crow 
bars of great strength. They had 
no derricks or pulleys or wheels, 


—but they had thousands of patient 


workers. The determination and the 
perseverance of the builders stag- 
gers the imagination. 


Can’t Cooperate 
With The Reds 


Every calendar day brings new 
proof that cooperation with Com- 
munist groups is dangerous to all 
that gives life value—belief in God 
and the possibility of higher spir- 
itual life. Denying this, communism 
strips the human being of dignity 
and rejects his individual respon- 
sibility. 

Individual responsibility and the 
right to make decisions affecting 
one’s own life do not fit in with 
the aims of the Politburo; hence 
the ehurches, which uphold the 
moral responsibility of each human 
being, must be brought under con- 
trol of the Politburo. When the 
church resists, force and intrigue 
are employed by the Communists 


to the end that religion may be 
abolished, 
Free trade unions were one of 


the first groups to learn that they 
could not cooperate with Commun- 
ists without becoming tools to serve 
totalitarian ends. This was the 
meaning of the recent conference in 
Geneva of representatives of 47,- 
000,000 workers of free lands who 
were determined to organize a new 


world federation of labor along 
democratic lines and free from 
Kremlin control, That conference 


agreed upon the kind of organiza- 
tion that could serve free trade 
unions -and appointed a committee 
to draft a constitution. —William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor.

Through the ages 
it has taken many forms, but the 
desire to profit from the turn of 
chance has never changed. Gambl- 
ing in one shape or other never 


ceases. 
as . 


a in ltaly and, 
passing by’ wex of France, arrived 
in England in 1509, @uring the acign 
of: Queen Elizabeth. With typical 
shrewdness, Elizabeth realised that 
this was a gqod opportunity to add 
to the national revenue. It was 
thereforé arranged that “ a very rich 
lottery-general of money, plate and 
certain sorts of merchandise” would 
be held. Its object was to provide 
funds for the repair of harbours 
and fortifications of ‘the country. 


The first prize was worth about 
£5,000, 

The tickets were sold at ten 
shillings each, and they could be 


divided or subdivided for the con- 
venience of these unable to Alford 
such a large’ sum. 

This first English lottery was 
not a great success. It was some- 
thing new and the people were sus- 
piciods, Sale of the 400,000 tickets 
was very slow, and the Queen began 
to get annoyed. She isued a procla- 
mation: Geclaring that the lottery 
was Renuine and pointing out its 
advantages. But the scepticism per- 
sisted, Only 4,000 tickets were sold. 

One of the worst times in the 
history of English gambling was 
in the kth century, Every ferm of 
wagering was rife, much of it wae 
dishonest, and all of it became a 
real social menace. Fortunetellers 
did a roaring trade in prophesying 
lucky numbers. Lottery draws 
were scenes of excitement and trag- 
edy. Doctors always attended the 
gatherings to “let blood” in cases 
where the sudden, realisation of 
good or bad fortune had an over- 
powering effect, for the results 
were frequently followed by sui- 
cides, violence and robberies. 

The cult of lotteries seemed to 
bring in its train a very fetigh 
of every possible form of gambling. 
Cock fighting, bear baiting, grey- 
hound- coursing, cards and dice all 
served to provide excuses for heavy 
wagers. It became so, bad that laws 
were passed in an effort to restrict 
the people's extravagance. It was 
decreed that anyone who lost, more 
than £100 by gambling was not 
compelled to pay the debt. But no 
respect was shown for the hw— 
especially by the rich. It is recorded 
that at this time the Duchess of 
Mazarin won £1,400 in one night 
from Nell Gwynne playing basset, 
and £8,000 from the Duchess of 
Portsmouth, Even the | austere 
William III lost £2,500 to the pro- 
fessional gambler, Richard Bour- 
chier, who followed this by win- 
ning £1,500 from the Elector of 
Bavaria, which he promptly doubl- 
ed by tossing “doubles or quits.” 


If'soon became clear that gambl- 
ing was fast becoming a social evil, 
Many of the poor were. starving 
in their efforts to win fortunes in 
lotteries and by wagers, © More 
laws were assed to curb the ex- 
cessive losses. If a player paid out 
more than £10 in a wager ‘and lost, 
fe could reclaim the money if he 
brought an action against the win- 
ner within three months, ; 

But gradually uneasiness at mak- 
ing lottery revenue began to be felt 
by the Government. In October, 
1826, the last English State Lottery 
was held. After this they were 
abolished as illegal and none has 
been held since.
